A reduction of 2 per cent, was 
made in the import duty, aud the result 
is there has been a falling off of from 18 
to 20 per cent, of the number ol sheep 
raised, I had 50,000 head, but I had 
to reduce thum to 25,000 soon niter the 
2 psr cent reduction in the tariff took 
place.

at all, the wool industry will simply per 
ish in America.

Aantralia can produce 
wool much cheaper because the sheep- 
raisers there get their land free, granted 
to them by the Government for a hun- 
dred years. 
Our Government is not so 


liberal in the matter of land. 
Iu every 


Stats we have to pay handsomely for 
our sheep-grazing lauds. 
Talk about 


benefiting laborers by putting wool on 
the free list! Why, it's a sham. 
Beef 


will be higher when we cease to raise 
sheep, because so much mutton is now 
used. I attribute much of the evils of 
the tariff agitation to the vaulting ambi- 
tion of the President to be elected for a 
second term. 
We do not want politi-

"What other industries will bs de-

The Ban Francisco Chronicle says:

sey, Connecticut and Indiana; but it 
must be remembered that the position 
of the Democrats aud Republicans with 
regard to these States is very different.

This is the way the matter stands. 
It 


requires 201 electoral votes to elect. Of 
these Cleveland may be credited with 
153, the vote of the solid South—though 
that is not absolutely certain—leaving 
him 48 to get somewhere else. Now, if 
he can carry New York, with 36 votes, 
he will then have 189, or 12 short. 
He 


will then need Indiana, with her 15 
votes, or New Jersey with 9 and Con- 
necticut with 6, which would give him 
his 201, with 3 to spare. 
But unless he 


con carry New York, he can have the 
united vote of Indiana, New Jsrsey aud 
Connecticut 
without doing him any 


Kood; for their aggregate vote added to 
that of the solid South makes only 183, 
which in 18 short of what be needa. 


The Republicans, on the other hand, 


can count with confidence ou every 
Northern State except tbe four named. 
This gives them «n aggregate of 18] 
electoral votes to start with, or W less 
than a majority ; so If they can carry 
Indiana and Connecticut, or Indiana 
and New Jersey, they can win without 
New York, as Indiana and Now Jersey 
would give them 24 votes, aud Indiana 
and Connecticut 21, where ouly 20 ore 
needed. 


But the chances are excellent for car- 


rying New York, in which event the 
vote of Indiana, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut becomes immaterial, so far as 
the general result is concerned. 
Every 


day makes it more aud more certain that 
New York will go Republican and that 
Mr. Cleveland cannot be re-elected.

fact, the probabilities are that Harrison 
will carry every Northern State, without 
exception. 


And why not? The Democratic party

grounds for this anticipation. A Shef- 
field firm largely engaged in the manu- 
facture of sheepshears has un American 
cii.-itooier who ventured to protsst against 
tho Liigh duties levied upon the sheurs 
consigned to him. Perhaps, remember- 
ing tbe railroad porter who argued thai 
a tortoise was a "hinsect," he contended 
with considerable force that tha shears 
n qnualion were in fact large scissors, 
unj should be taxed as auiBsor^. His 
contention wua sustained, nud the re- 
sult was a substantial decrease of th 
duty. The business which the Sheffield 
irm did with America was immediately 
increased by cue-third, and we have 
reason to believe that the increase is 
'ully sustained. 
Sheffield argues from 


this instance and from others that tbe 
difference between the quality and the 
coat of her goods and the quality and 
he cost of the American goods is such 
that a slight reduction in the duties 
which at present restrict their Ameiican 
sale would enable Sheffield to succesa- 
nlly compete with the United Stat«u 
makers.
